Chester Taylor, will not make any 
more trouble. 
The Taylor home in 


East Eighth street, along the Penn- 
sylvania railway was the scene of an 
exciting flourish about noon and it is 
a great wonder 
someone was not 


shot. 


The Taylor home has been under 


quarantine since last Tuesday when 
it was found that 
Chester 
Taylor 


was suffering from smallpox. 
The 


Taylor family has been very reluct- 
ant in obeying the quarantine and it 
was necessary to place guards at 
both the rear and front of the house. 
On the promise 
that 
the family 


would obey the quarantine, the health 
board last 
Friday 
dismissed the 


guards. Everything went along very 
nicely until yesterday, when the two 
boys decided to take things into their 
own hands. The smallpox flag was 
torn from the House and the boys, it 
is said, paraded around the neigh- 
borhood just as though nothing had 
happened. 


This morning the police went there

this kind ever occurred here as a 
quarantine has not had to be en- 
forced.

Taylors have no respect for others, 
then little should be shown them and 
the guards will be kept there until 
Chester Taylor is well.

Advice is Given on Soil Preparation 


and Selection of Seed for 


City Gardeners. 


POOR SEED BAD 
INVESTMENT 


Beans Best Crop for Worn Ground, 


Collecting Nitrogen and Other 


Beneficial Materials. 


With this spring's variable weather 


seed planting has been a little uncer- 
tain, but from now on farmers, true-Je- 
sters and the back lot gardeners with 
his poll of ground between the kitchen 
door and tht back fence, will be busy 
preparing for the ultimate harvest. 


In the first place, it will be nec- 


essary thoroughly to go over 
the 


ground with plow, spade or rake, ac- 
cording to the magnitude of the plant- 
ing operations. 
This is 
generally 


understood by those who plant any- 
thing at all, although sometimes the 
rule is heedlessly overlooked either 
because of ignorance or shiftlessness. 
The city man who raises his little 
crop of tomatoes, onions, beans, cab- 
bage, radishes, lettuce, peas or what- 
ever else pleases his fancy, often does 
so because il is his hobby and not be- 
cause he must depend upon it to help 
in the support of his family, and he is 
often successful in his endeavors be- 
cause he does not make it a hobby. 
However, many who feel (lie need of 
the supply of vegetables fail becau.- 
they overlook little points such as the 
careful preparation of the soil. 


It is just as important to test vege- 


table seeds for germation and purely 
as it is to test clover, affalt'a, corn or 
any other big farm crop seeds. This 
cannot be too deeply impressed upon 
novice in gardening. In spite of the 
many scientific principles which have 
been introduced into farming, among 
the first of which is emphasized the 
necessity of using tested seeds, many 
farmers have failed to recognize llii? 
need, and as a consequence are not 
making the advance financially that 
their more progressive neighbors have 
made. It is said that one bad ear of 
corn planted means a loss of four 01 
five dollars at the end of the season. 
Other classes of seeds lacking in ger- 
mination or purely mean a propor- 
tionate loss to the planter and a keen 
disappointment at Inn-vest time. 


For poor soil a crop of beans is ex- 


cellent, and the old saying of lifeless 
ground. "It is too poor even lo raise 
beans" illustrates (he heartiness ol 
this plant, which is a nitrogen gath- 
erer, besides a great producer of or- 
ganic matter beneficial to heavy soils. 
ISunch beans for the gardener find a. 
ready market and soy beans are vain- 
able to the farmer for hay and for 
general feeding and may be planted 
in standing corn. 


Soil 
used for 
truck gardening 


should be freely mixed with well rot- 
cd manure. Fertilizer should be used 
freely, as garden crops respond readi- 
ly to it. Advice can be secured on 
fertilizing 
matters 
by consulting 


County Agent Cobb at the court house 
Fertilizers, sold by the seed stores, 
are analyzed so that the inexperienc- 
ed person by a few 
inquiries can 


readily pick the right kind. 


The determining factor in obtainin 


a maximum of any crop in purity of 
seed stock, with soil preparation and 
care as 
essential 
side issues. Of 


course care must be taken to plant 
the seed in the proper soil and at the 
proper time, as these elements are al- 
most as necessary as the seed itself. 
The necessity of high grade seed has 
been recognized by Hie man who sell 
seed for general use, and detttcrs will 
see that their customers are not given 
seed which is impure, that is. not con- 
taining foreign matter, and that the 
the seed which will germinate: 


It is better to plant such garden 


produce as tomatoes, lettuce and cab- 
bage indoors early in the spring, and 
set out the plants at the proper time. 
However, within a few days the prop- 
er time for planting the seed for these 
plants when 'the method of planting 
first indoors will be at hand.
